My Friends: 


Renewals. Dues Notices. Second Notices. Late or Delinquent Dues Payments. Lost Members. That time of the 
calendar year has ended for most coin clubs here in northern California as to who did and who did not renew, paying 
their coin club's respective annual dues. Most coin clubs, and there are exceptions, having dues fixed and prorated to 
and upon the calendar year. 


Being a Treasurer for several diverse organizations, handling our Association's dues collection, and paying 
dues annually, there can be no escaping from this necessity for our local coin clubs, or any organization. 


Yet, does there exist some means to encourage, and to enhance, prompt, positive, and pleasant dues 
renewal? 


Why some members--those with only short length of membership or those with decades in the group--fail to 
renew, quit without explanation, cease attending, or just simply disappear are beyond the editorialized thoughts 
expounded here. Career or Job Changes. Personal Finances or Family Needs. Retirement or Relocation. Children or 
Commuting. Any Of these. You Name It. 


But, my point here is to extend and express some ideas to encourage and to enhance renewals. So, Check- 
These-Out. 


Multi-Year Prepayments. Why collect dues just annually? Why not biannually or even triennially? Why 
not a discount for several years advanced payment, say $5.00 for one year but $12.00 for three years? Whatever 
amount lost in dollars would be compensated by the convenience and continuity of 'up-front' payments. 


Separate Billing. Somewhere back when First Class Postage when from a nickel to a nickel and a cent, or 
for whatever reason at whatever point in time, most all coin clubs began mentioning 'dues are due' in their respective 
monthly newsletter or bulletin, rather than a separate distinct annual soliciting mailing. On the surface, this seems 
easy and okay; however, if real dues notices were mailed, as one would get any other bill, then renewals might be 
treated more punctually and positively. A distinct billing notice--dues renewal--on colored paper with reply envelope 
creates an impression much more than a buried notice in a multi-page white mimeographed newsletter or bulletin. 


Dues Paying Dinner. For years, my local men's social club here in Vallejo has held, each February, its 
"Annual Dues Paying Dinner", with good response and attendance. Simply, a dinner, or some type of social, is 
arranged, as an enticement of some form, open only to those who attend in person and pay their dues. For my local social 
club, it has worked so well over the years that those who cannot attend mail their dues in readily with regrets. 


Collectible Membership Cards. So many membership cards are so alike: white and dry. Why not great- 
looking cards, nicely designed and printed, that are collectibles and only issued upon prompt, positive, and pleasant 
dues payment? Taking this idea from another organization and its unique cards, which are also laminated, this 
creates a collectible. Knowing the ease also quality of scanning and word processing plus improving computer 
graphics along with declining costs of reproduction, unique collectible membership cards are not as difficult nor 
expensive as might be feared. 


Paid Lifetime Membership. Lastly, and the most easy to implement, is to have a paid lifetime member- 
ship, at a justifiable amount to guarantee adequate income over many years. Do Not Disregard This One. Ask the 
Redwood Empire Coin Club (RECC) how many of its members converted during just the first year paid lifetime 
membership was offered, endowing the Club with a sizable investment fund. Give It Thought. 


These five are only five ideas, and only extolled here in the rough; however, each--or a few or all--could 
alleviate some of the annual agony and attention to collecting, processing, and handling renewals and dues pay- 
ments. This wasted energy and enthusiasm that might be expended elsewhere to the betterment FA Igcal coin club, 
and its members.
